There was not a vacant house 
now to be found in Westminster, and 
whole families who hud come thereto 
make their homos were unable to find 
shelter. The chances were that tlioy 
would he forced to adopt the primitive 
style of habitations in vogue in the old 
mining days. This, he thought, was in- 
dicative of the progress of tho oity. 
Bosidos being useful to the House in 
legislating on the promised redistribu- 
tion bill, lie thought that the publica- 
tion of thu applications referred to in 
his resolution would be a good adver- 
tisement for the province. This was 
not a mainland or sectional question in 
any way.

Mr, Gladstone's two-hour speech ill 
the Commons in support of the position 
assumed by Mr. Labouchere, bristled 
with telling points and gave the lie 
direct to most of the assertions of the 
Conservatives as Voiced by the attorney- 
general, Sir Richard Webster, The 
Conservatives are making a point, how- 
ever, by asking who were occupying the 
offices of prime minister and attorney- 
general in 1871, when a peer was per- 
mitted to escape the punishment his 
connection with the notorious Boulton 
and Park scandal merited through the 
intercession of high officials, al- 
though not one of these questioners be- 
lieves that Mr. Gladstone, who was 
then premier, was cognizant of the mat- 
ter. The revival of that infamy is ex- 
pected to serve the purpose of silencing 
tho Liberals and preventing their prob- 
ing too deep into the present scandal.

Putnam, of Portland, Maine, who was 
actively connected with tho fisheries 
negotiations, and that he is to bo in- 
vited to confer with Secretary Blaine, is 
the first outward indication that the 
Atlantic coast fisheries are to be taken 
into consideration in the negotiations 
which are to be conducted by the U. S.

day's CoLOKIST, thinks that only some 
32,000,000 feet of lumber was exported 
irom all the mills in the province last 
year, that is evidence that the proposed 
mills will not produce 45,000,000 feet 

per annum. You, sir, will acknowledge 

that is not an answer to my statement 
in respect to tho proposed out- 
put, and proves nothing. 1 Mill 
remind old Victorians of the 
small output of coal on this Island ten 
years ago, Compare it with what is mined 
and shipped foreign today. Surely, 
the people of this province do not ex- 
pect to remain stationary. If they do, 
what about our boasted resources, and 
what are wo going to do with them'; 

1 wish to call your attention to what 
1 believe would 'bo the result of the 
erection and operating of large sawmills 
at Esquimalt, or in the immediate 
vicinity of this city. The advantages 
will be so great in obtaining charters 
that other mill-men will be com- 
pelled to follow suit and come hurc 
also. dust fancy the business 
that would spring up in connection with 
live or six large sawmills manufacturing 
lumber at our doors. Many of the mill's 
in thu East have the greatest difficulty 
in finding logs to keep them running, 
and at an early day much that has been 
shipped foreign from those mills will 
have to be shipped from this coast. 
"Victoria for Victorians,'' and every- 
thing that they can do to foster busi- 
ness ought not to be left undone. If a 
majority of the ratepayers of this city 
do not look at these things as I do, it 
cannot be helped, If the by-law should 
be defeated to-day, I believe th.it our 
citizens will before long see their mis- 
tnke and regret that thoy have been In- 
fluenced by unwise councillors.

A Koung Riisllshuinu Murdered,

He has not the slightest doubt that he 
had been decoyed by sumo ruffians and 
murdered for the money in his posses- 
sion. Hedwell was a native of London, 
and his father is an otlicer in the Hritish 
army. 

THE CURSES OF CATHAY 

Flourishing hike Noxious Weeds in the 
Heart of Victoria, and Numbering 
.Many White Victims. 

Two of the evils of the beautiful and 
progressive city of Victoria which im- 
press themselves most strongly upon the 
new-comer^especially if he is fortunate 
in securing an old resident as guide in 
seeing the sights of the city — aro the 
gambling dens and opium smokers of 
Chinatown. The former have periodic- 
ally received attention from the police, 
and lines have been imposed when the 
gamblers were, unluckily for them, cap- 
tured red-handed, The lines, however, 
have always been much too light to 
prove any check upon the evil. It is 
said that I lie Chinese must gamble, that 
the love for and the excitement of 
gaining are parts of their nature; but in 
Victoria they are not the only ones who 
participate in their enterprises of 
chances, particularly in their lotteries 
and fautan games. As mentioned in 
'I'iik Colonist a short time ago, $300 
per week on an average is spent by 
white men in this city for Chinese lot- 
tery tickets, the great part of this sum, 
of course, being lost to tho country for 
all time. Fortunately the police have, 
within the past few days, acted on tho 
bint given and the primary result is 
that, for the first time in the history of 
British Columbia, two Chinanamen were 
on Saturday convicted of selling lottery 
tickets. 

On Sunday Officer Irvine, who knows 

Chinatown like a book, and has proved 
himself a keen and an efficient member 
of the force in working out Chinese 
cases, decided upon alone making a 
couple of raids upon bouses where liin- 
tan games were supposed to bo in 
operation. At II o'clock,. just as the 
church services were commencing, he 
paid his first visit to the unsuspecting 

Chinamen, successfully entering a, den 

on Government street, between Cormor- 
ant and Fisgard, while a gamo was in 
full swing. There were fifteen Chinese 
in tho room, either playing or looking 
on, and ns soon as they caught sight of 
the blue uniform all made a rush for thu 
door. The officer was too quick, how- 
ever, and locking the door hu proceeded 
to handcuff the bankers. This done, hu 
compelled one of the Chinese to tie tiie 
remainder together by their queues, and 
also to tie them to the handcuffed pair; 
ami then unlocking the door ho 
inarched his prisoners forth, and toward 

the police station, his only assistant in 

thu capture being n citizen friend, who 
bad dropped in to see the fun. 

In thu evening the same officer raided 
another den on Flsgard street, and 
made four arrests. All the prisoners 
were arraigned in the police court yes- 
terday morning and reinainled until to- 
day. They are charged with playing 
or witnessing the game of fan-tan. The 

crusade against the lotteries and the 

gambling dens is to be pushed, and if 
lines that will be fidt aru imposed thu 
result will probably ho decidedly bene- 
ficial to the city. 

The second evil — Unit of opium smok- 
ing— has also its whitu victims, who may 
be numbered by the score. They fre- 
quent thu douH inovory quarter of China- 
town, and in tenfold greater numbers 
than two yjurs ogo, Something should 

bo done in this direction also, as the evil 
is a most glaring rellection on the 
morality and civilization of Victoria. 



LORD SALISBURY'S K_X pi. a nation. 
LONDON, March 3.— In the Lords this 
evening, the Marquis of Salisbury, re- 
plying to tho assertions made by Mr. 
Labouchere in the House of. Commons, 
explained that he did not meet General 
Sir Dighton Probyn with a view to en- 
abling Lord Somerset to escape. Probyn 
wired him (Salisbury) asking an inter- 
view. Probyn did not mention the sub- 
ject of his requested interview, and ho 
(Salisbury) supposed that it referred to 
it proposed journey of ihv Prince of 
Wales. He met Probyn casually in the 
railway station, and had with him a 
brief conversation, in the course of 
which Probyn mentioned the scandals. 
Lord Salisbury declared that he never 
said a warrant was about to be issued 
for Lord Somerset, and lie did not be- 
lieve that General Probyn's character 
would permit him to do anything 
with the intention of defeating justice. 
in Tilt: COMMONS. 
In the Commons to-day Mr. Glad- 
stone referred to the discussion which 
followed Mr. Labouchere's motion on 
Friday to reduce the vote of credit. 
Mr. Gladstone asked that he be allowed 
to make a motion that the House deems 
it necessary to declare that when a 
member prefers a charge against a 
minister, which charge is denied by the 
minister, such member should neither 
be restrained from refusing to accept 
denial or from persisting in pressing the 
charge because of the fact that the lic- 
ensed minister was a member of tho 
House of Lords. (Cheers.) 

Hon W. H. Smith, Government 
loader, said that he would consider Mr. 
Gladstone's proposition, and would let 
that gentleman know during the even- 
whether or not tho Government 
would agree to the presentation of the 
motion to-morrow. 

John Long, member for Dundee, asked 
whether the department of agriculture 
were ready to grant the demand of the 
Scotch farmers for equal facilities with 
England to import, cattle from the Uni- 
ted States and Canada, and also whether 
the conditiomof American cattle justified 
their slaughter at the port where they 
landed. 

Mr. Chaplin, minister of agriculture, 
replied that America not having com- 
plied with the conditions of the net of 
LS7S, the present restriction could not 
be relaxed. Communications, he said, 
with regard to the enforcement of the 
act wero now being exchanged with the 
Washington government. 
mil Gladstone's defence of parnell. 

Mr. Gladstone said in moving con- 
sideration of the amendment of Mr. Mor- 
ley, introduced on February 21th, op- 
posing the motion of Smith, that Hie re- 
port of the PameU special commission 
be adopted, hu desired to avoid party 
recrimination. If the motion of tho 
government had sufficed to do justice to 
the members impugned, he would have 
been willing and ready to support it; 
but it was utterly insufficient. Al- 
though he deemed it his duty to criticize 
some of the statements of the judges, 
he believed there was not a line of their 
report that was not writ ten in honor und 
good faith; but ill what respect, 
he asked, had tho judges more weight 
or authority than other experienced 
men in deciding how far crime 
in Ireland was due to tho 
league or to oppressive evictions. 
The judges had unearthed an obscure 
paper called the Irishman, filling several 
pages of their report with extracts 
therefrom, which Archbishop Walsh 
had characterized as abominable. Wero 
they equally liberal in according blame 
to other things equally abominable, in 
dealing with grand and capital offences 
concerning which they were especially 
directed ?' All that they had said was 
that the letter upon which thu charges 
were founded was a forgery. The re- 
port convicted the respondepts of join- 
ing the league with a view of separating 
Ireland from England. This occurred 
in ISS0. In 1890, he rejoiced to 
believe that the idea of separa- 
tion was dead. The grave charges 
that the Parnellites in their speeches 
had incited intimidation were ten years 
old. It was a dangerous precedent to 
refer to these long dales in order to ob- 
tain matter to hurl at political antagon- 
ists. Changes, be said, have already 
taken place in Ireland, and reforms were 
impending which owed their impetus to 
the Parnellites, and would be accom- 
plished wit bout violence, largely through 
the wise methods of the Irish party. 
The charges against Mr. Parnell were 
not made at random, but with the as- 
surance of most careful scrutiny. For a 
long time Mr. Parnell had been pilloried 
before the country. Was not repara- 
tion due him? Surely, members should 
not hesitate to give what acknowledge- 
ment they could to a man who had suf- 
fered an enormous wrong. The lion, 
gentleman declared that though in 
some sense tho judges, the Parnellites 

and the government were equally on 
trial, it was mainly tho character of the 
house that was under investigation, and 
when brought before thu tribunal of 
history that character will gain or suffer 
in proportion as on this occasion 
the course of tho house is wise 
and just. In conclusion, hu appealed 

from thu Conservatives as a purty to 

the Conservatives as individuals. He 
begged them as men to acknowledge the 
law equal in its motal obligations, and 
to place themselves ill Mr. Parnell's 
position. He earnestly appealed for 
judgment from the heart and conscience, 
and closed by saying "I entreat, aye, 
demand, such judgment as will give 
scanty reparation for an enormous 
wrong." 

Sir' Michael 11 icks- Roach said the re- 
port was devoid of political prejudice 
and passion, and the house certainly 
ought to accept it. Citing Mr. Parnell 
as authority against the assertion that 
the conservatives before coming into of- 
fice were pledged not to renew coercion, 
Hench demanded that Sir Wilhun liar- 
court apologize for that calumny. 

Sir William Harcourt replied that he 
had not heard the statement, and then 
left the house, declaring that ho would 
not stay to be abused.

HASTEN SLOWLY. 

It is for the ratepayers of Victoria to 
decide to-day whether or not they will 
trust the Corporation with the power to 
borrow more money. They gave the 
city fathers last year power to borrow 
large sinus for special purposes. Where 
is that money now'.' This question, and 
oilier questions, of a similar purport; 
have been asked publicly, and tho City 
Council refuses to answer. The mayor 
published a letter in last night's 
Times, which is very far from 
being a plain and direct answer to the 
questions asked by Bevoral ratepayers, 
H« repudiates responsibility for over- 

expenditure and not very dexterously 
evades the principal Question at issue 
by raising another. The question which 
the ratepayers nek is not how the Coun- 
cil hanks its money, but why has it ex- 
pended money, borrowed for special 
purposes, as ordinary revenue. The 
reader of Mayor Grant's letter, 
when he has finished its perusal 
knows no more about the Coun- 
cil's last year's financial manage- 
ment that be did when he took it up, 
He sees that his worship tries to clear 
bis own skirts, and there his explanation 
ends, lie promises to discuss tho sub- 
ject at length at some other time, but 
that does not help the ratepayers to come 
to a satisfactory conclusion now. They 
are, therefore, compelled to make up 
their minds without Mayor Grant's 
assistance. We think that they are 
ciuilo able to do so. They have 
lately paid some attention to the way in 
which the Council has been spending 
their money. They see that it has 
been ijoing at u pretty rapid pace, and 
that it shows no signs of slackening its 
speed. Jt treats the ratepayers most 
cavalierly and seems to think that they 
are bound to supply it with all the 
money it wants to 11 -e without its 
being under the slightest obliga- 
tion to make any explanations, 
la it not time to give the Hoard of Al- 
dermen a check 1 The ratepayers, for- 
tunately for themselves, hold tha purse- 
strings. It would be just as well to- 
day to giyo the Aldermen reason to feel 
that they are not monarchs of all they 
survey, and that it is necessary for them 
now and then to give an account of their 
Stewardship. Liberality and pro- 
gress arc good things, but people 
in order to be in a position to be liberal 
and to lia able to go ahead, must be 
prudent. The spendthrift, sooner or 
later, loses tho power to advance, and 
bities and communities are in this 
speot like individuals. It is best to 
liHHten slowly. 

THE TREATY SANCTIONED. 

The extradition treaty lately nego- 
tiated between Ureal Britain and the 
United Slates has been ratified by the 
Senate. Exception was taken to two 
offences on the lis',— manslaughter and 
"obtaining money, goods or valu- 
able securities on false pre- 
tences." After some discussion the of- 
fence of manslaughter was defined, and 
that relating to obtaining goods and 
money on false pretences stricken out. 
These were the only changes made: 
Why the crime of obtaining money, 
goods or valuable securities on false 
pretences was not made extraditable 
we have not heard. It is a crime 
often committed on both Hides 
of the line, and the ends of 
justice wouRl be served by taking from 
those who commit it the chance of es- 
cape, which an asylum across the na- 
tional boundary line affords, lint the 
Senate in its wisdom saw tit to leave a 
door of escape open to the scoundrels, 
and it is not likely thai anything that 

can now be said or done will prevail on 

it to alter its decision. The treaty will 
not be in force until Great Britain 
agrees to the alterations that have been 
made. But there is no doubt that she 
will sanction the treaty us it stands, and 
there will be at last an extradition 
treaty between (beat Britain and the 
United States that neither country need 
feci ashamed of. 

Canada will smm be free from 

the reproach of affording the thieves 
and other criminals of the United 

States a refuge. She never de- 
served it, for Canadians wore always 
ready to agree to an extradition 
treaty that would prevent the rogues of 
the Republic finding themselves safe on 
the north side of the line. But this fact 
did not prevent the small wits of the 
Slates from representing Canada as the 
paradise of dishonec I bunk cashiers and 
rascally city and county treasurers.

REGlPROQlTY. 

Sir Richard Cartwrigbt a few days 
ago at the banquet of the New York 
Hoard of Trade spoke very sensibly on 
the trade relations which should exist 
between Canada and the United States. 

I le advocated reciprocity, a reciprocity 
which would bo beneficial to both .-c, on- 
irics. Foe every dollar that a Canadian 
made by the trade between the two 
Countries be wanted an American to 
make another dollar. He knew that 
the trade would not be permanent un- 
less it were mutually beneficial. 

There are mime people who seem to 
think that a trade which benefits both 
tho nations engaged in it is impossible. 

I I is their set tied conviction that what 
•me gains the other loses. These 
good people confound trade with gam- 
bling. In gambling the gain of one 
man is the hiss of some other; 
hut a legitimate trade is .1 benefit to 
10th the parties. The people of the 

United States want what Canadians 
have to sell and similarly Canadians 
want what the Americans have to sell. 
Ihe nation or tho individual who buys 
expects to make a good use of what is 
purchased. The seller makes 11 profit 
able use of the price of the commodities 
lie disposes of and the buyer uses the 
irticle he purchases for his own advan-

so clear that it is surprising that every 
one does not see it and act upon it; but 
people who are sensible oil most every 
other subject are blind to the plainest 
truths when they come to talk about 
trade. But it appears that Sir Richard 
Cartwrigbt talked to an appreciative 
audience in New York. The majority 
of the Board of Trade of that city 
evidently believe that a trade beneficial 
to both the Cnited .Stales and Co inula 
can be established between the two 
countries. Such a trade they known 
lias been already established for, as Sir 
Richard Cartwrigbt says, Canada 
stands fourth in the list of the custom- 
ers of the United States, and we see by 
the Dominion trade returns that t li<- 
United -States stands first on the list of 
Camilla's customers. Canada sent last 
year to Great Britain §38, 105,126 worth 
of her products, and to the United 
States $43,522,404 worth. There were 
in the same year entered for consump- 
tion in the different ports of the 
Dominion $42,317,389 worth of British 
commodities and Soil, ol!?, -I In worth 
of United States commodities. 
Canada's whole trade with Great 
Britain amounted to $80,422,515, 
and her whole trade with tho States 
footed up $94,059,844, Canada's trade 

wilh all the world amounted in 1889 to 
$198,862,014. Of this $174,422,359 was 
with Great Britain and the United 
States, leaving only $24,440,255 with 
all other nations. Sir Richard made very 
clear to the American merchants the 
relative importance of C11 mula as a cus- 
tomer by reminding them that "The 
United States sold Canada about as 
much as they did the whole continent 
ol South America, with Mexico thrown 
in." 

What the Canadian statesman told 
his American hearers relative to the 
political aspect of this reciprocal trade 
question was true to the letter, and 
must have gone a good way towards re- 
moving false impressions that have been 
made respecting the stale of public 
opinion in Canada on Commercial 
Union

THE BRITISH COLUMBIA SOUTH- 
EM. 

To thk EDITOR: It lutu been, stated 
as mi objection to the proposed British 
Columbia Sou thorn K.-ihvny that it will 
divert trade from Nelson in Kootomiy 
to American territory. It is well there- 
fore that the public should bo informed 
of the real position of affairs. Indepen- 
dently of the British Columbia .Southern, 
a railway ia to be built this .summer by 
a Dominion company from Nelson on 
the Kootonay Luke to Sprout's Landing 
on the Columbia River, a distance of 2U 
miles. By means of this railway Nolson 
will then be in communication by tho 
navigable Columbia River with Rovel- 
stoke on the Canadian Pacific to tho 
north, and with the Little Dalles 
American territory) the terminus of the 
Spokane Falls and Northern Railway, 
to tho Houth. Another short line is 
about to be built by the Northern Pa- 
cific Railway Company from the station 
called Kootonay near Sandpoint tc 
Bonner's Perry on the Kootonay River 
(in American territory), a distance of ,'!;> 
miles over a very easy route. From the 
latter place there is communication by 
river and lake for largo steamers 
capable of carrying freight ears to Nul 
son. Thus it may he seen that, whether 
tho British Columbia Southern is built 
or not, there will exist two easy trade 
routes from Nelson to American terri- 
tory. In competing for trade British 
Columbia lias the advantage over 
America of delivering goods at Nelson, 
duty free. 

There is no doubt that A may be in fav- 
or of this railway, because it will great- 
ly benefit his undertakings, while, on 
the contrary, B and C will oppose it be- 
cause it interferes with some private 
-schemes they may have in view, and so 
on. But the people of British Colum- 
bia have nothing to do with the private 
concerns of A, 11 and C, they rather 
look to the general interests of the pro- 
vince and the development of our dor- 
mant resources, which means a great 
impetus to trade. How will the British 
Columbia .Southern railway affect the 
province in that direction? 

It will start from the eastern bound- 
ary of the province at the coal fields in 
the Crow's Nest. Pass, which are among 
the richest in the world, and it will bo 
the means of developing them, (no 
small [nutter in itself) ami of supplying 
the smelters in the Kootonay district 
with cheap coal, which means increased 
profits to mine owners. After leaving 
the coal fields and traversing about 20 
miles of timber country it will take the 
Upper Kootenay valley and will there 
be cut at. right " angles by the Upper 
Kootenay river, a line stream which is | 
navigable for steamers for a distance of 
lot) miles, ami which permeate a coun- I 
try rich in mines, timber, cattle and a | 
considerable amount of agricultural 
land. Thence it will run through 
the Mouyea Pass, in the Selkirk range, 
by an easy route through a mining and 
timber country to the Lower Kootenay 
river, which again cuts it at right 
angles, and, with the lake, is also 



cutting it at right angles and opening 
up a stretch of 80 miles of a fine wheat 
and cattle country. Prom there i 
v ill p'iss by the Similkameen Valley t 
tho Cmllhvhack and southern bunk of 
the I'raaer River to tho coast, thus giv- 
ipg railway communication to the whole 
of that rich district. 

The terms of the resolution passed by 
tho Legislative Assembly last Thursday 
expressly bind tho promoters of this 
railway to complete it in its entirety if 
thoy undertake it at all. 

Now, sir, I ask, will this line he a 
benefit to tho province or will it notl 

Will this lino bring largely increased 
trade to tho const and Victoria, or will 
it not? 

Is the present small trade of Nelson 
(which need not necessarily go to Ameri- 
can territory) to be set against the 
huge trade whi-n will result in a few 
years by the building of this railway? 

Whatever may be the interesed mo- 
tives of A. B. and C. for or against this 
line, thoy are as naught, as against these
